Thu. daooity cases fell from 26'to 19 and robbery 
caws fell from 41 tof2,l. Ordinary iheit fell from 305 to 224 bub there was an 
increase in burglarylcascs from 353 to 38.5. There was a considerable increase 

in cattle theft, 313 cases being reported as cotnpa.ed with I43 during the 

previous year. The increaBe.is probably due to better reporting. Pirawa 
returned the largest number of caUlc theft cases-73.
